ENVIRONMENTAL DILEMMA 


Environmentalists, who in their campaign to fight 
‘pollution are opposing a number of much-needed new 
‘electric power installations, are facing a poignant and — 

two-pronged dilemma. 

As the Sacramento Bee pointed out recently, al- 
though California power companies and agencies have 
done a far better job than their contemporaries in most 
states in providing power sources for future needs, 
even here those needs are rising so rapidly that only 
further expansion of the industry can meet them. 

If the environmentalists should succeed in slowing 

this expansion, where would they suggest cutbacks in 
electricity uses, Donald van Eaman of Arcadia asks, 
in a letter to the Christian Science Monitor: 

“Who will make do without air conditioning? Will 

. students turn their lights and their hi-fis off at 10 
p.m.? Will militant feminists and their helpmates do 
without electric clothes (and dish) washers? Will teen- 
agers limit their use of the telephone to emergencies? 
Will the avant-garde boycott electronic music con- 
certs:......?” 

On: a more serious level, the environmentalists seem 
to overlook the fact that growing amounts of electric- 
ity are needed to carry on their antipollution battle. As 
the Bee points out, industrial air and water pollution 
control equipment —a booming industry — requires 
electrostatic precipitators. One metal smelter uses over 
50 million kilowatt hours of electricity a year for con- 
trol of air and water pollution alone. 

Pumping sewage and water through screening, fil- 
tering equipment requires electricity. Machines which 
shred and compress auto bodies and waste metal have 
electric loads of up to 10,000 horsepower. Electric air- 
scrubbing incinerators already can make the exhaust 
cleaner than the intake. 

All this adds up to a very real need for more, not 
less, electric power. Fortunately, the electric indus- 
try is making a more enlightened approach than the 
environmentalists to the twin needs of the nation— 
adequate power and an improved quality of life.

MATHIAS BILL 


IMPORTANT TO 
AGRICULTURE 


WASHINGTON, D.C. — 
Congressman Bob Mathias has 
announced that the Potato 
Research and Promotion act, 
legislation he has vigorously 
supported for the past four 
years, has been signed into law. 

“The enactment of this bill,” 
stated Mathias, “‘is the result of 
years of hard work by a group of 
potato farmers and _ legislators. 
I’m pleased that our efforts have 
been successful and that potato 
growers will now have the 
Opportunity to improve and 
expand their markets.” 

As signed by the President, 
S.1181 will permit potato 
growers to finance a nationally 
coordinated research and 
promotion program to improve 


their competitive position and- 


expand their markets. 

It also authorizes advertising 
and promotion. programs for 
commodities under marketing 
orders and sets restrictions on 
the imports of prunes, olives and 
raisins where existing marketing 
orders set standards of grade and 
quality. 


This would prohibit so 


import of foreign produc 
unless they meet the same 
standards of grade and quality 
which is required of domestic 
products. 

Congressman Mathias and 
Don Johnston, a Kern county 
farmer who is also president of 
the National Potato Council, 
were instrumental in obtaining 
passage of the bill.

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We Only 
Heard

WHAT WITH all the 
do-gooder programs that are 
rampant today, we’re glad we 
started out in life with only the 
“great depression” to contend 
with. If we had been surrounded 
by the current affluent society 
advantages now being bestowed 
upon the disadvantaged, we 
would no doubt have ended up a 
complete bum. . . All right, you 
smart guys. So what if we did 
make it anyway. 


AT THE risk of being handed 


the traditional sword and 
ordered to commit hari kari, we 
suggest that the $2,000 in the 
Porterville chamber of 
commerce budget for merchant 
committee promotions should 
be eliminated. Chamber money 
is for general, over-all, total 
community promotion, not for 
promotion of private business 
sales events. . . . And pass that 
sword again, please - 
contributions of chamber money 
to the American Field Service, 
and to Help Line, ($100 each) 
should also be eliminated. As 
desirable as these programs are, 
they are outside the chamber 
realm. 

MEMBERS OF the California 
Government and Economy 
commission are on the right 
track when they seek 
elimination of half of the state’s 
‘76 county and district fairs as an 
economy move, however, 
commission members just aren’t 
thinking big enough, like taking 
the state completely out of the 
fair business. . . Not that we 
have anything against fairs. 
Actually, we’re all for fairs; we 
like them; we think they have a 
legitimate place in the modern 
scheme of things. But may we 
mention once again that the 
State of California has. no 
business subsidizing 
entertainment, as it has been 
doing to the tune of many 
millions of dollars since 1933... 
Right now would be a good time 
for the state to make a real 
economy move - write off all its 
fair facilities, give them to the 
agricultural district or county in 
which they are located, and let 
the local folks produce a fair of 
their own if they want a fair. . . 
If this was done, we are 
convinced that a few fairs would

fold; but with built-in subsidy 
replaced by necessary profit 
operation for ‘survival, the 
general calibre of fairs would 
improve. 

WE ARE less than impressed 
when the likes of Dr. David 
Brooks speak on the Porterville 
College campus, then as a quick 
antidote, a team of former drug 
addicts is called in from the 
California Correctional Institute 
at Tehachapi. . . Official line 
from the college is that Dr. 
Brooks, recently arrested and 
now facing drug use charges, was 
brought onto the campus by 
Alpha Rho, a scholastic society, 
to speak on socialized medicine, 
but the doctor turned off 


- quickly on this, then turned’ on 


for some 45 minutes of 
dissertation on drugs and their 
use. . . We are of the opinion 
that college students must, and 
can, face up to the facts of life 
(even though some seem to be 
doing a rather poor job of it) 
and that exploration of ideas - 
acceptable, unacceptable, 
establishment-oriented, or 
off-beat - are part of education. 
We have. no objection to 
expression of ideas by persons 
brought onto a college campus, 
provided that person is 
recognized as knowledgeable in 
his field even though we 
disagree with, even detest the 
individual involved, and 
provided the assembly is orderly 
and conducted on a scholarly 
basis. We emphasize “brought 
onto the campus.” We are not 
talking about hiring drug users as 
teachers. . . So the question 
comes up, “Is Dr. Brooks an 
authority on socialized 
medicine?” We doubt that he is, 
based on our observation of, and 
our admittedly meager 
knowledge of his operation at 
the Salud clinic in Woodville; he 
might well be an authority on 
personal experimentation in the 
use of drugs. Certainly, members 
of the group from Tehachapi are 
authorities, from personal 
experience, on the dangers of 
and possible consequences of 
drug use. So, what does it all add 
up to? There has been a bit of a 
drug discussion flap on . the 
Porterville College campus. 
We’re not impressed, nor are 
we particularly concerned. . . 
Certainly, we don’t know how 
to keep young people from 
getting hooked on dope. But we 
do know that the answer most 
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certainly does not lie in 
sweeping reality ‘‘under the 
rug,” ignoring that a highly 
undesirable drug culture. does 
exist, or, attempting to tell 
young people, “No, no. We’re 
not going to let you see, or hear, 
or talk about what we think is 
bad.’’ The technique of 
suppression and the stifling of 
thought just isn’t the answer in 
America. . . But we must add 
that when Dr. Brooks says that 
drug use is one’s own 
responsibility and should not be 
restricted by law .. . the 
substances were put here by God 
and their use should be the 
individual’s responsibility, he is 
talking not only hogwash, but 
illogical, unrealistic, juvenile 


‘-hogwash. And when a Porterville 


college student says to us, as one 
did in connection with the arrest 
of Dr. Brooks, “Well, the 
establishment has been after him 
for a long time and they finally 
got him,” we say ditto to that 
hogwash bit. . . To Porterville 
College we say, “OK, let’s get on 
with the business of education. 
And let’s not make a habit out 
of such things as the Brooks 
incident.”

As members of a farming 
community you should be fully 
informed on such matters as the 
plight of the farmer and the 
farm worker. Now to really 
understand their problem you 
need to plant a few fruit trees 
and grape vines of your own. 
These will enable you to have 
first hand knowledge of the 
whole operation as viewed from 
both sides. 

You will first note the plight 
of the farmer when you come by 
to purchase a few trees or vines. 
You can no longer buy them for 
fifty nine cents. Next you will 
have feeling for the worker as 
you go about digging the hole 
and otherwise preparing the soil. 
Especially if it’s a little foggy or 
maybe raining a bit. 

However the real test will 
come in future years when as 
Owner you: have purchased a 
sprayer, some spray, and some 
Pruning shears. Which as a 
worker you will scramble around 
and use. You may have to hire 
your wife as foreman to get this 
done correctly. You might also 
keep her on to see that the 
irrigating proceeds through the 
summer. 

Now comes harvest time. You 
can always tell when this arrives 
because it occurs about three 
days after the birds have already 
eaten the fruit. Or two days 
after someone gives you three 
crates of the fruit already 
picked. Or one day after you 
leave on vacation. In spite of 
which we still sell out of trees 
early and recommend you come 
by soon.
